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Before an audience composed of 
leading farmers and business men of 
Madison county, who comfortably fill- 
ed the county court room, Judge John 
D Carroll, Chief Justice of the Court 
of Appeals, made the opening address 
in his campaign for the democratic 
nomination for governor here this af- 

te Judge CarroH was introduced by 
Hon. W. B. Smith, who paid high tri-^ 
bute to his ability and splendid qual- 
ifications for the office he is asking of 
the people. , x 

Much of the distinguished speak- 
er's address was devoted to the tax 
biw which is now uppermost in the 
minds of the people of the state. He 
touched upon other public questions, 
but this important subject received 
most of his attention and commanded 
the undivided interest of his hearers. 

Judge Carroll declared himself m 
favor of woman suffrage and nation 
and state-wide prohibitioiu * 

After explaining the adoption of 
the constitutional amendment by vote 
of the people in 1917, Judge Carroll 
spoke as follows: 

Pursuant to this cons ti tutorial a- 
mendment that was adopted as I have 
said by the people of the State, the 
legislature in 1918 met in special 
session and enacted the tax laws un- 
der which we are now living. These 
laws in obedience to the constitution- 
al amendment classfled property; Tor 
example, money was put in one class, 
notes and bonds and mortgages were 
put in another class, live stock was 
put in another class, farm implements 
and farm machinery and products in 
course of manufacture were put in 
another class, and land was put in 
vet another class. It was further 
provided in accordance with the a- 
mendment that money on deposit in 
bank should be exempted from local 
taxation and pay only 10c. on the 
hundred dollars to the State; the 
notes, bonds, mortgages and other 
like species of property should be ex- 
empt from local taxation and pay 
a tax of 40c on the one hundred dol- 
lars to the State; that land should 
pay a tax of 40c. to the State but be 
subject to local taxation. 

The purpose of putting this low 
rate on money and notes, bonds and 
other species of intangible property 
was to induce the owners of this class 
of property to give it in for assess- 
ment. Little of it had been listed for 
assessment under the old laws simp- 
ly because the tax rate for local and 
state purposes combined was so large 
that owners of this class of property 
did not feel justified in assessing it 
when in many instances they would 
be required to pay a large part of 
their income in the way of taxes. It is 
easy enough for any one living in a 
county, city, or town to figure out 
for himself what part of the interest 
on a note or bond he would have to 
pav as county, city and state taxes if 
he listed it at its fair cash value. All 
of us know that the local taxes in 
many counties, cities, and town are 
very high and it was the local and not 
the" State tax that influenced the peo- 
ple to hide their securities. 

Let us see now-what effect the new- 
law had on money and intangible 
property and whether the State has 
been the loser or the gainer by the 
change. The local communities will, of 
course, lose whatever taxes would be 
collected from these sources but it 
did not amount to much except in a 
few large, or small prosperous cities. 
For example, in 1916, the year be- 
fore the new law went into effect 
811,277,196 in money was listed for 
taxation in the whole state. In 1917 
under the new law the amount of 
money listed for taxation was $179,- 
143,180, an increase in one year of 
$167,885,984 and although the ex- 
act figures are not at present obtain- 
able I am reliably advised that in 
1918 more than $217,000,000 in money 
was listed for assessment. 

In 1916 under the old law the total 
assessed value in the State of all 
bonds, notes, mortgages and other 
species of intangible property was 
$68,650,880 while in 1917 under the 
new law the assessed value of this 
class of property was $246,3b8,379, 
oi an increase in one year of $177,- 
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out of mind 
not only in Kentucky but every state 
in the union to talk about putting 
this class of property on the assess- 
ment roll unless the rate of taxation 
is low, because it cannot be done. We 
may theorize and talk about it as 
much as we- please; we may denounce 
tax dodgers until we are out of 
breath; we may make out tax laws as 
searching and severe as we 
impose all the 
thought of, but by no 
methods that have been tried many 
times in every state can money or 
intangible property be put on the. 
assessment roll when the rate of 
taxation is as high as local taxes are 
in this State. 

Three is no sentiment, no religion, no 
politics about the matter of taxation.

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more than his nieghbor or more than 
a fair share of his income. In making 
this blunt statement I am not telling 
you anything dew or anything- you do 
not know. We are confronted by a 
condition that we must meet and deal 
with in a sensible way that will pro- 
duce the best results. I know as well 
you do that there la wide-spread 
dissatisfaction with the present sys- 
tem of tax laws, especially among- the 
land owners of the state and I Include 
in this, owners of city and town lots as 
well as farmers and I want to aee lff- 
we cannot find some way by which the »h e s 
situation can be relieved at least for 
the present and until we can look with 
more care into the problem. 

I want to say, however, at the outset 
that it would be in my judgment an 
inexcusable blunder for the people ot 
the state to repeal the present laws 
and return to the old system of ass- 
essment and taxation that was tried 
for 25 years and found wanting-. It 
would result in driving from the state 
and keeping out of the state the capi- 
tal that we need so badly to develop 
our natural resources. It would be 
detrimental to every business and in- 
dustrial interest in the state, the farm- 
ing interest as well as every other, be- 
cause the useful business interests of 
the state are so closely Identified with 
each other that you cannot seriously 
nurt one of them without hurting all 
the ethers. I am therefore opposed to 
a repeal o fthe present tax laws and a 
return to the old system at least, until 
the new law has had a longer trial and 
its injustice, if any, has been demon- 
strated by more experience under itat 
provisions. Let us amend it from time 
to time to correct inequalities, and then 
if It continues unsatisfactory And an- 
other plan. The experience of the last 
two years has pointed out some correc- 
tions that should be made and these 
can be made without destroying the 
system. I shall call attention to one 
that will, I think, remove a good part 
of the present objections. 

I also think you will agree with me 
that every helpful discussion of a tax 
law should be carried on in a reason- 
ble, sensible way. Violent unreason- 
able talk 'will not accomplish anything, 
nor will hasty,- ill-considered action 
cure and defects. Approaching the 
matter in this way let us see .what the 
objections to the new laws are ana 
what the remedy, if any is. 

The land owners complain first that 
their land is assessed too high, second, 
that It bears the weight of the burden 
of taxation .third, that the man who 
has money only pays 10 cents to the 
state and nothing to the local commun- 
ity; that the man who owns notes and 
bonds pays 40 cents to the state and 
nothing to the local community, and as 
#x result land is burdened with practi- 
cally all the taxes imposed tor county, 
city and town purposes. 

In answer to these objeotions I say 
a general way that I feel that the 
land owners of the state would be 
much better satisfied if their land was 
assessed by their local authorities 
without the interference or supervision 
of any state taxing body or commis- 
sion. The nearer the taxing powers 
are to the taxpayer the better satis- 
fied he is that no injustice will be done 
him and the better opportunity he has 
to correct an injustice if committed. 
And later on in the course of my re- 
marks 1 intend to submit an amend- 
ment to the present law that will pro- 
tect the land owner from all taxes ex- 
cept those voted by him at the polls for 
local purposes er imposed by the local 
authorities selected by him. I think 
I should also say that in making these 
statements I am not to be put in the 
attitude of either commending or crit- 
icising the State Tax Commission for 
the manner in which It has performed 
its duties. It is not necessary that 1 
should do this because the remedy l 
suggest will, if adopted, take from the 
Commission all power to assess land. 

It is next urged that it is unfair tna 
land should bear the weight of the 
burder^»f taxation and this is true, but 
there is. no remedy for it that has ever 
been discovered or put in the form oi 
legislation. Landed property in the 
whole history of taxing laws and In ev- 
ery state where taxes are imposed, has 
always borne the burden of taxation. 
And the reason for this is that proper- 
ty of this nature is always before the 
public eye. There is no way by which 
it can be hidden or concealed. There 
is no method by which the owner can 
escape the payment of taxes upon it. 
As a rule its fair market value is easy 
ily ascertainable, at least approxi- 
mately- so, and so the taxing authori- 
ties do not find the same difficulty in 
getting at the fair value of land that 
they find when they attempt to assess 
other species of property of uncertain 
an* luluctuating value. 

But aside from this there is another 
reason that tax authorities urge why 
land should bear a heavier burden of 
taxation than other classes of proper- 
ty, and that is. because land is the only 
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ITALIAN DELEGATES TO 
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of the State University and 
the Normal Schools, and S cents goes 
to the public road fund; 1 cent goes to 
the sinking fund of the state to take 

care of the interest due by the state to 
the common school fund: and only 16 
cents 1* devoted to defraying the ordin- 
ary expenses of the government. It 
will this be seen that out of every 40 
cents collected by the state, 26 cents is 
paid back to the people for maintain- 
ing the schools and roads of the state. 

I, therefore respectfully submit to 
the good sense of the people that the 
rate of taxation under the present law 
for state purposes when it is kept in 
mind the disposition made of it. Is not 
so excessive as to be cause for serious 
complaint, nor Is it. It is the assess- 
ment and not the tax people complain 
of. It is - local taxation and not state 
taxation that puts so heavy a burden 
on landed and other property, but if 
the tax rate in counties and cities and 
towns is high, it is because the people 
have voted the tax on themselves or 
because the fiscal courts or the com- 
mon councils impose the highest limit 
of tax that is allowable. This is a 
matter absolutely under the control of 
the people in each county, city and 
town In the state. "They have a right 
to make their taxes ' low or high as 
they please. They can vote or not 
vote aa they please taxes for schools 
and for roads and control the sum their 
fiscal courts or councils levy and so 
the people in no city .town or county in 
the state can in fairness say that their 
local taxes have been Increased by any 
outside bodies, because as I have said, 
they ar esolely in the control of the 
people in each county, city and town. 

In this connection there is another 
matter that should be kept in mind 
and that is that all of the taxes levied 
by counties and cities and towns for 
local purposes are spent in the coun- 
ty, city or town in .which they are 
levied. Not one cent ox the tax levied 
by the local authorities in any county, 
city or town in this state goes to any 
other city, town or county. If the 
taxes in any county, ciy or own are 
high, the people get or should get the 
benefit of them in schools, roads, 
streets and other public improvements.

And every- 
body must admit that good roads and 
good schools enhance the value ot 
lands. So that if the land owner con- 
tributes, for example, $100 in taxes and

other hand no amount of money spent 
on good roads or schools or other pub- 
lic improvements wlU add one cent to 
ihe value of a note or a bond or other 
like security or add one penny to the 
value of cash that a man may have in 
bank or in his pocket. And therefore 
there Is at least 'some force in the ar- 
gument why property, the value of 
which is increased by taxes should 
l ear a heavier burder of taxation than 
those classes of property, the value of 
which is not enhanced -by taxation. 

1 might also" mention as worthy of 
notice that taxes for state purposes are 
lower now than they have been in more 
than 45 years. For example, in 1873 the 
state tax was 45 cents on the $100 and 
this is lower than it has been, since 
mat time except fhr a. few years be- 
tween 1890 and 1894 when it was 42 1-2 
cents on the $100.

sent laws are unequal and unfair be- 
cause they impose a lower rate of tax- 
ation on money and intangible prop- 
erty than they do on lands. It is true 
as I have stated, that money and in- 
tangible personal property does pay a 
lower rate of taxation than land and I 
am not going to argue that this is not 
unequal and unfair. I have heretofore 
endeavored to explain the reason why 
it is necessary that this class of prop 
erty should be taxed at a lower rate 
in order to get it on the assessment 
roll. 

I have said that I was opposed to the 
repeal of the present law and a return 
to the old system of assessment and 
taxation but I believe that the present 
laws may be so amended as to remove 
the principal objection that is now ur- 
ged against them, and the amendment 
1 suggest is that lands be exempted 
entirely from state assessment and 
taxation. In other words, I jvould 
leave the assessment of lands aim the 
rate of taxation entirely to the local 
taxing authorities in each county, city 
and town in the state, leaving it to 
them to fix the assessment and the tax 
rate, free from the control and inter- 
ference of any other body.' Under this 
system, the people, through the agetfey 
of their local taxing officers could see 
to it that their land was; assessed at a 
fair value. In short, they could exer- 
cise their own judgment in respect to 
the value that should be put on their 
own lands for assessment purposes. In 
addition to this, they would have and 
could spend' in their own way and for 
their own public purposes all of the 
money derived from the assessment of 
their lands. 

In all cities and towns this method 
Is followed because every city and 
town- assesses for its- own purposes and 
In its own way all the property sub- 
ject to taxation and it spends in its 
pwn way and for its own purposes all 
the tax that is collected. I see no 
good reason why counties should not 
do the same thing and this is what I 
propose to let them do.

Mr. J. E. Sexton took an auto load of 
democrats and friends of Col. Henry H. 
Denhardt to Mt. Sterling Saturday af- 
ternoon to hear him open his campaign 
for the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor. Col. Denhardt Is Just back from 
France where he was twice cited and 
decorated for bravery in action against 
the Huns, and promoted in rank for the 
same heroic work. * - 

The Courier-Journal sent a special 
correspondent to Mt. Sterling to report 
Denhardt's opening address and he 
wrote the following: , 

Mt. Sterling, Ky., May 3 — Col. H H. 
Denhardt. of Bowling Green, candidate 
for the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor, began "house cleaning" here to- 
day, "'for the good of the democratic 
party in Kentucky." 

In a speech, reflecting a man of 
strong character, intent upon freeing 
his state from the clutches of a clique 
of office-seeking politicians, he dealt 
with evUs that have all but throttled 
progress in Kentucky and exposed 
skeletons in the closet of the republi- 
can party. 

He charged that Edwin Pj, Morrow, 
of Somerset, "hand picked candidate of 
the republican party for governor," is 
backed by men who, should Mr. Mor- 
row be elected, would be in position so 
to manipulate affairs of state that con- 
ditions would go "from bad to worse." 
He further charged that Kentucky is 
the grip of political bosses, made up 
of men without party convictions, some 
of whom are affiliated, however, with 
the democratic and some with the re- 
publican party, that they may continue 
to feed at the public- trough, Irrespec- 
tive of which party happens to be in 
control. 

In stralght-from-the-shoulder fash- 
ion, he charged that the "Morrow ma- 

hine, dominating the republican party ■ 
with men like Jack Oliver, Tom 8pur- 
ier, Pfftr Grinstead. and others of their 
tripe, and the democratic machine, 
dominated by Henry Hines, Tom Pan- 
nell, Eli Brown, Tom Hatcher, and Sel- 
don Glenn, got together for the purpose 
of creating and dividing among their 
henchmen a lot of offices created by the 
'offending' tax Haw during the present 
administration, and further charging 
that the law "was put over by a trade 
between the Morrow republicans and 
certain democrats of the present ad- 
ministration." 

It seemed "likely." he said, that Jim 
Scott, a Morrow repunbican, from Tom 
Scott, a Morrow republican, from Tom 
of the State Tax Commission, purposed 
so to enrage the people of the state 
against the party in power when the 
odious" tax law was passed, that 
without thinking they would elect 
Morrow. •> 
Although not mentioning his name. 
>1. Denhardt in the opinion of many 
of his hearers, took a "fling" at Gov. 
Stanley when, commenting upon the 
ability of Morrow as an orator and 
promiser, that Kentuckians had not 
forgotten what they heard "from the 
lips of splendid orators not far in the 
past Just as wonderful speeches .and 
just as artful promises which have not 
in any way been nulfllled. but which 
have been broken deliberately." 

The circuit court room here was com- 
fortably filled this afternoon when the 
Rev. Clyde Dorsie, of Mt. Sterling, min- 
ster, arose to introduce Col. Denhardt. 
and told what he had done for his 
country on the battlefields of France, 
where, on more than one occasion, he 
was cited in orders for heroism while 
In action. 

Col. Denhardt began the opening 
speech of his campaign with compli- 
mentary reference to his rivals for the 
nomination, terming them true demo- 
crats and men of high character. When, 
in his discussion of the tax law. he de- 
clared himself in favor of Its repeal In 
favor of another law that «*will restore 
to each county the right of home rule 
in the matter of tax assessments- and 
so fix the rate and manner of collection 
that there will be no need of spies and 
ferrets to hunt and harrass the tax 
payers," he was roundly applauded. He 
said he did not believe that the people 
of the state object to the classification 
of property, as that, to him seemed to 
be one 7 of .the few worthy features of 
the present law." 

During the course of his address. 
Col. Denhardt touched upon the text- 
book scandal now freshjn the minds of 
the people of Kentucky, and pledged 
himself to promote the educational In- 
terests of the state in- the event of his 
election. He declared in favor of in- 
creased salaries for school teachers. 

He also dealt with the compromise 
of the Harkness tax suit, through 
the state was deprived of more than a 
million dollars due in taxes from that 
estate, and declared that "the Bing- 
ham tax case would have been settled 
and the state have suffered another 
great financial loss had If not been for 
the firm, patriotic stand taken by cer- 
tain democratic papers in the state, 
who laid bare a scheme to compromise 
this tax claim at an entirely inadequate 
sum. Col. Denhardt declared that the 
employment of special attorneys to as- 
sist the Attorney General has become 
a scandal and reproach, such tactics 
too bften being used to reward favor- 
ites and pay political debts. 

"Thousands of dollars have been paid 
out to cetrain lawyers who have a val- - 
uable contract to collect taxes from the 
Bingham estate." he said, "120,000 In 
fees and over $3,000 for expenses al- 
ready having be6n paid to these politi- 
cal favorites." - 

Col. Denhardt denied that the demo- 
cratic party was responsible for the 
conduct of the Textbook Commission, 
denying that the "acts at Phil Grin- 
stead, who is a republican, were the 
acts of the democratic party," and 
denyin-r that Dr. HeJzer, author of the 
now "celebrated" Ifeizer's physioolgy. 
is a democrat. . 

The speaker said that if 'he is elected 
governor he will not be a candidate for 
another office. He declared in favor 
of abolishing the State Board of Con- 
trol, of which Henry Hines ■ is chair-, 
man. substituting for it one man re»

AMERICAN CONSUL RELEASED

and there released.
